Petch re-appointed 


Dr. Howard Petch, backed by 89.9 per cent 
of full-time faculty members, has been re¬ 
appointed as President of UVic. 

At a special meeting March 30 the 
Board of Governors (BOG) accepted the 
unanimous recommendation of a 17- 
member search committee that the 53-year- 
old Petch be re-appointed as president. 

Before the committee made its recom¬ 
mendation a ballot was held among the 
446 full-time UVic professors on the accep¬ 
tability of Petch as a candidate for 
president. 

The BOG released the results of the bal¬ 
lot at the meeting. Of 346 faculty members 
who voted, 311 were in favor of Petch’s can¬ 
didacy with 35 opposed. Eighty per cent of 
eligible faculty members cast ballots. 

“Specific terms of the new agreement 
will be negotiated between the university 
and Dr. Petch in the next few weeks/’ said 
Joseph Cunliffe, BOG chairman, after the 
special meeting. 

“We’re delighted with the results of the 
ballot and that Dr. Petch has agreed to 
serve a further term. Length of that term 
will be among the points to be negotiated.” 


Cunliffe said UVic has had “an excel¬ 
lent record of progress” under Petch. “We 
still have lots to accomplish and we look 
forward to his continuing strong 
leadership.” 

Petch became UVic President Jan. 1, 
1975 and his first term ends June 30,1980. 

He was born in 'Agincourt, Ont. and 
received his early education in the Sarnia 
area. After serving with the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Air Force from 1943 to 1945 Petch 
enrolled at McMaster University in Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont., where he received honors bache¬ 
lor’s and master’s degrees. He received his 
Ph.D. in physics from the University of 
British Columbia in 1952. 

He joined the faculty at McMaster Uni¬ 
versity in 1954 as an assistant professor of 
physics. He was a professor at McMaster 
for 13 years. 

Administrative positions held by Petch 
at McMaster include chairman of the 
department of metallurgy and metallurgi¬ 
cal engineering, Director of Research, and 
Principal of Hamilton College. 

In 1967 he became Vice-President, Aca¬ 
demic, at the University of Waterloo. He

served as pro tern president of Waterloo in 
1969-70. After seven years as vice- 
president at Waterloo, Petch became Presi¬ 
dent and Vice-Chancellor of UVic. 

In 1972 Petch served as Assistant Secre¬ 
tary to the Minister of State for Science and 
Technology while on leave from Waterloo. 


Faculty votes 
on Fischer 

All regular full-time faculty 
members are now voting on the 
acceptability of Dr. Alfred Fischer 
as Vice-President, Academic, of 
UVic. 

Fischer was chosen as a candi¬ 
date for the vice-presidency by a 
search committee, chaired by Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Petch. The com¬ 
mittee interviewed a short list of 
internal and external candidates 
for the position. 

Ballots have been sent out and 
must be returned to Registrar Ron 
Ferry not later than 4 p.m. April 12. 

The 46-year-old Fischer has 
been Acting Vice-President, Aca¬ 
demic, since Nov. 1, replacing Dr. 
George Pedersen who resigned 
from UVic to become president of 
Simon Fraser University. 

Fischer was appointed to a five- 
year term as Dean of Arts and 
Science, July 1, 1975. If his candi¬ 
dacy for vice-president is accepta¬ 
ble to faculty members and if the 
Board of Governors accepts a sub¬ 
sequent recommendation that he 
be appointed vice-president, UVic 
will have to find a new Dean of Arts 
and Science 



Opening a playground 
and building a dream 

There were many pleased and proud people at the official 
opening of the new UVic DayCare playground, held on a 
sunny, windy day, March 30. Perhaps they looked pleased 
because the playground is a great success, judging from 
the reactions of the children playing in it. And proud, 
because the adults present were aware of the type of work 
and co-pperative effort that went into making the play¬ 
ground a reality. Speaking at the opening was Roy Easter- 
brook, former UVic employee now with a management 
consulting firm and president of the Vancouver Island 
Youth Development Society. The Society, whose aim is to 
provide meaningful and practical wo r k experience for 
delinquent adolescents, approached DayCare last spring 
with a proposal. The Society wanted a work project, the 
DayCare wanted a playground. Together they obtained a 
Young Canada Works grant and began building in 
November. Ideas for the playground design were deve¬ 
loped by the DayCare staff in consultation with local car¬ 
penter and project co-ordinator Bob Cameron. Cameron 
began working on the project with five youths, two of 
whom stayed with the project to its completion, a good 
record say Society members. Without Cameron, “the pro¬ 
ject would not have been completed. He showed skills and 
a lot of patience,” said Easterbrook. All involved are also 
appreciative of the necessary money and materials pro¬ 
vided by community and campus groups to supplement 
the government grant. Director of student and ancillary 
services Ted Sawchuck said the playground is “part of a 
dream starting to come true for daycare on campus.” He 
later told the Ring that DayCare is to become part of his 
department and he expects work will begin this summer 
either on renovating one of the huts behind the new play¬ 
ground or building a new structure — whichever is most 
financially viable. To view the playground and the future 
site of a dreamed-of DayCare village on campus, stroll 
past the Saunders Building and the new visual arts facility. 
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UCBC chief hails budget 

There is “very good news” for British Columbia universities in the provincial 
budget handed down this week, according to Dr. William Armstrong, chair¬ 
man of the Universities Council of British Columbia (UCBC). 

The three B.C. universities will receive $217 million in operating grants for 
1979-80, up 8.3 per cent from the 1978-79 grants. 

“This 8.3 per cent increase is the highest in Canada for universities,” said 
Armstrong April 3, the day after the provincial budget was unveiled in 
Victoria. 

Still to be decided is how much each individual university will receive. 
Armstrong said the UCBC will meet “in about 10 days” to allocate individual 
operating grants to UVic, Simon Fraser University and the University of 
British Columbia. 

Last year UVic administrators were angry with the allocation methods 
used by UCBC which saw UBC receive a 9.9 per cent increase in its operating 
grant while Simon Fraser's increase was 7.1 per cent and UVic received a 6.9 
per cent increase. 

Armstrong said this year the three universities and UCBC have worked 
out an “agreed methodology” for the allocation of grants. “I believe the three 
•universities can accurately predict now what sort of increase they’ll be get¬ 
ting,” he said. 

In 1978-79 UVic received $34.1 million as an operating grant from UCBC. 
The grant made up 87.9 per cent of UVic’s operating revenue for 1978-79. 

The other major factor in revenue is student tuition fees. The UVic Board 
of Governors will discuss a possible tuition fee increase for 1979-80 as soon as 
UCBC allocates the operating grants.

New Awards 

The Senate ratified changes in the terms and 
conditions of the Sara Spencer Foundation 
Research Awards in Applied Social Science 
and approved and recommended to the Board 
of Governors the establishment of the T.S. 
McPherson Scholarships. The Spencer 
Awards will provide an annual sum of $12,000 
for graduate student awards in the social sci¬ 
ence departments. The McPherson awards will 
provide incoming students from secondary 
schools and the colleges with renewable 
scholarships having an annual value of $1,500. 

Films on Campus 

The Senate accepted a recommendation made 
by the committee on the library that the library 
be requested to catalogue all films on campus 
as soon as possible, at no extra cost. 

Arts and Science 

A proposed Calendar regulation was referred 
to the Senate ad hoc committee on the Calen¬ 
dar; this regulation dealt with informing stu¬ 
dents who have credit for courses taken more 
than ten years ago at the university that they 
must consult with departments to ensure that 
the courses they may wish to take have not 
been taken previously under a different 
number. 

Also, the Senate approved a change in title for a 
course in Sociology. 

Education 

The Senate approved and recommended to the 
Board of Governors that divisions in the 
Faculty of Education be called departments, 
effective 1 July 1979. 
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Graduate Studies 

The Senate approved membership in the Fac¬ 
ulty of Graduate Studies for the following:

All his life he has been active in 
sports and for the past four years at 
UVic he has worked in sports. 

Mann is responsible for the ren¬ 
tal and return of sports equipment 
and for its repair. His job can 
include stringing tennis raquets or 
a stint at the sewing machine 
mending towels and uniforms. 

He also organizes uniforms and 
equipment for all UVic varsity 
teams.

He rides his bike at least 10 miles 
a day and likes to go for long walks. 
He once ran regularly but says the 
hockey and soccer he played when 
he was younger have taken their 
toll on his legs. 

He is still spry enough to dance 
with the Country Cousins, a square 
dance club and with the New 
Yorkers, a round dance club. 

Before Mann came to UVic he 
worked for 10 years in the barber 
shop at Naden Base in Esquimalt. 
Before that he served with the Can¬ 
adian Navy for 25 years including 
active service aboard a frigate 
escorting supply convoys during 
the Second World War. 

Mann also has a musical back¬ 
ground.

Law student 
ombudsman 

UVic’s new ombudsman will be Richard 
Cooper, a second-year law student, who 
was chosen by an Alma Mater Society 
(AMS) selection committee March 30. 

The ombudsman position was created 
last year by the AMS on a trial basis and 
has received wide acceptance on campus. 

“We felt Cooper has a good balance of 
humanism and skill and will relate well to 
people,” said AMS manager Dave Clode, a 
member of the selection committee. 

Cooper will begin his new part-time job 
in May while the first ombudswoman, 
Patty Beatty-Guenter, is still in office. 
They will work together for a brief period. 

Beatty-Guenter did not re-apply for the 
position which she has held for slightly 
more than a year. The competition for the 
position is held once a year, with incum¬ 
bents given the opportunity to re-apply.

Filling the Canadian gap 
in social work literature 



Canadian content is in short supply in 
study materials for students and practi¬ 
tioners of social work in this country, 
according to Dr. Brian Wharf, director of 
UVic's School of Social Work. 

This is why, three years ago, Wharf 
embarked on a project which has recently 
culminated in the release of Community 
Work in Canada published by McClelland 
& Stewart and now selling on campus and 
at other Victoria outlets. 

The book tells some “interesting sto¬ 
ries” about case studies in the community 
work field in Canada, says editor Wharf. 
Among the case studies recounted and 
analyzed in its 272 pages are the planning 
of the Britannia Community Services Cen¬ 
tre in east Vancouver; the development of 
the community services unit in Regent 
Park in downtown Toronto, (the area 
depicted by Hugh Gamer in his novel Cab- 
bagetown ); and the setting up of a rural 
community service centre in North Fron- 
tenac, Ontario. 

The book also includes discussions of 
social action in the area of children's 
rights, and social planning in different 
areas including the City of Vancouver 
Social Planning Department. 

As well as presenting actual case stu¬ 
dies, the book attempts to serve the aca¬ 
demic function of subjecting each study to 
empirical examination to see whether it 
fits into two theoretical frameworks, 
explains Wharf. 

Wharf wrote the introductory and con¬ 
cluding chapters of the text himself and 
approached professionals with intimate 
knowledge of the projects he wanted dis¬ 
cussed and analyzed to write various 
chapters. 

The result, he says, is not so much an 
organized manual of how to do it, but an 
attempt to distinguish between various 
attempts that have been made in the com¬ 
munity work field in Canada. 

There is a need, he says, for more books 
about Canada and her policies in the social 
work field. “One gets misinformation if 
reading about the experiences of other 
countries. Our policies are different from 
those of the United States or Great Britain. 


“Pointing to his library of five shelves, 
each several feet long, he says the Cana¬ 
dian materials could be fitted into about 
two feet. 

“My perception is that some Canadian 
social sciences are doing quite well in 
terms of Canadian content. Some basic 
Canadian sociology and political sciences 
texts are now emerging, but in the areas of 
social work, nursing and child care there is 
little Canadian content in textbook form. It 
is thin to non-existent.” 

Moreover “we're not exactly being 
hounded by publishers to get out and 
publish.” 

The situation, he explains, arises from 
the fact that there is not a large Canadian 
market for books from the social services 
field, compared to markets in the U.S. and 
United Kingdom. 

Large university introductory courses 
in sociology and political sciences mean a 
growing market for Canadian books on 
these topics “but most social work schools 
have small student populations, so the 
buyers' market is not there to the same 
degree.” 

And, as Wharf discovered, once a Cana¬ 
dian social worker decides to go ahead and

produce a book, he or she may find the path 
to completion is strewn with difficulties. 

Wharf decided to produce and edit Com¬ 
munity Work after the appearance in 1975 
of a book with a similar format entitled 
Social Welfare in Canada by Andrew 
Armitage. 

The outcome was Wharfs new book, 
similar in title and appearance to Social 
Welfare so that it could, if the publishers 
were to make such a commitment, be part 
of a series. 

Wharf began contacting contributing 
writers in 1976, including somebody to 
present a case study from Quebec. That 
case study never materialized because the 
person originally approached to do it 
didn't do it. Last summer, Wharf 
approached another person to do it, who 
did it and submitted the manuscript to 
Wharf in French. Wharf found that trans¬ 
lation was not a service that the publishers 
were providing, so paid for the translation 
himself and then discovered that the work 
was “unsatisfactory”. 

There were also, he recalls “a series of 
accidents that befell an attempt to get 
three case studies for the social action 
section.” 


Chancellor 
wins honor 

Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan, Chan¬ 
cellor of UVic, has been named 
International Conservationist of 
the Year by the National Wildlife 
Federation of the United States. 

The prestigious award was pres¬ 
ented to McTaggart Cowan at the 
organization's annual awards 
ceremony in Toronto recently. 

He was honored for his many 
achievements and significant con¬ 
tributions to the advancement of 
the conservation cause/ He has 
been associated with wildlife con¬ 
servation for more than 40 years as 
a university researcher, advisor to 
management and government and 
an active participant. 

McTaggart Cowan serves as 
chairman of the Canadian Envir¬ 
onmental Advisory Council and of 
the Advisory Committee on Whales 
and Whaling. He is a member of 
many associations and organiza¬ 
tions in the conservation commun¬ 
ity, including the Arctic Institute of 
North America, the Biological 
Council of Canada, the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, the Canadian Society of 
Environmental Biologists, the Sur¬ 
vival Service Commission and the 
International Union for the Con¬ 
servation of Nature and Natural 
Resources. 

McTaggart Cowan is also the 
author of more than 200 publica¬ 
tions on the biology of birds and 
mammals, conservation, and the 
environmental impact of resource 
development. 

In previous years, the interna¬ 
tional conservationist of the year 
award was presented to Sir Peter 
Markham Scott, chancellor of Bir¬ 
mingham University, London and 
chairman of the World Wildlife 
Fund. In 1972 prominent Canadian 
businessman Maurice F. Strong, 
former chairman of Petro Canada 
and a trustee of the World Wildlife 
Fund received the award. 
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Elections 

Women lead the way 


Three women led the polls in an election of 
students to the UVic Senate. 

Ballots were counted March 28 in the 
election in which 13 students vyed for 
seven Senate seats. 

Incumbent senator Judith Sharpe 
(Law-2) led the polls with 436 votes, fol¬ 
lowed by incumbent Elizabeth Hanan 
(Law-2) with 413 votes and Anne Field 
(A&S-2) with 385 votes. Other candidates 
elected were Chamkaur Cheema (A&S-3) 
with 357 votes; John Pennington (Law-2) 
with 324 votes and Robert Farley (Law-2) 
with 270 votes. 

Only 9.1 per cent of 7,300 eligible stu¬ 
dent voters cast ballots in the election. 
These elected will serve one-year terms, 
beginning July 1. 

Dr. G.B. Friedmann (Physics) finished 
first among 11 candidates for six Senate 
seats for faculty members at large. 

Friedmann collected 135 votes. Others 
elected to three-year terms on Senate are 
Dr. J. A. Burke (Physics) with 121 votes; Dr. 
R.J. Powers (Political Science) with 119 
votes; and Dr. C.D. Doyle (English) with 
116 votes. 

Dr. G.R. Branton (Chemistry) received 
115 votes and will finish the term of Dr. 
Alex Bavelas (Psychology) from March 29 
to June 30, 1980. 

Dr. J.F. Kess (Linguistics) with 109 
votes was elected to complete the term of 
Dr. John Climenhaga from July to June 30, 
1980. 

In this election, 65 per cent of 446 eligi¬ 
ble voters cast ballots. 


Pat Martin-Bates (Visual Arts) won the 
election to fill a vacancy on the Senate 
from the Faculty of Fine Arts. She received 
41 votes with Dr. John Celona (Music), the 
other candidate, finishing with 32 votes. 
About 80 per cent of eligible voters cast bal¬ 
lots in this election. 


B.C. Project 

The first in a series of preliminary reports 
from the B.C. Project was released recently 
by one of the project co-ordinators, Dr. Nor¬ 
man Ruff. 

In one sub-project Ruff and his 
researchers are studying data on federal- 
provincial conferences held between 1970 
and 1978 to assess changes in federal- 
provincial relations with changes in 
government in B.C. in 1972 and 1975. 

The B.C. Project is a $757,182 five-year 
study designed by five UVic political 
science professors. The study is funded by 
the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council with UVic supplying 
office space at 3771 Haro Road. 

The project involves a study of the 
impact of changes in government on the 
provincial scene. 

Ruffs preliminary report on one sub- 
project was released after an examination 
of more than 200 federal-provincial confer¬ 
ences. Project researchers have accumu¬

lated a file that identifies major 
conferences of first ministers and minis¬ 
ters by policy area, British Columbia’s par¬ 
ticipants and B.C. positions. 

“Between 1972 and 1978 there was 
increasing co-operation among the provin¬ 
ces in framing a provincial viewpoint,” 
Ruffs report states. 

“Preliminary findings indicate that 
B.C. clearly forms part of a western bloc 
with high degrees of correspondence 
between B.C., Alberta, Saskatchewan and, 
to a lesser extent, Manitoba.” 

Divergence in approaches to communi¬ 
cations, energy and human resource policy 
appear to be the principal areas of conflict 
with Atlantic Canada and Ontario but in 
both communications and human resource 
policy B.C. and Quebec generally share the 
same approach. 

B.C. and the federal government had 
disagreements in relations about commun¬ 
ications, finance, housing, municipal 


affairs and human resources. 

“During the period of the NDP govern¬ 
ment, from 1972 to 1975, B.C. displays a 
higher level of conflict with Ottawa and 
Atlantic Canada, and a position closer to 
Manitoba than during the current Social 
Credit term of office,” the report states. 

“The most marked shift lies in the move¬ 
ment of British Columbia’s position still 
closer to that of Alberta, and a weakening 
of disagreements with Newfoundland, per¬ 
haps due to shared resources policy 
stances.” 

Ruffs report says data gathered thus 
far remains insufficient to assess ade¬ 
quately what is generally seen as a post- 
1972 decline in B.C.'s traditional 
isolationism. 

Ruff is working on one of five sub- 
projects in the study and work is proceed¬ 
ing on many others. 
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Sessionals seek support 

Editor, 

The Committee to Effect Equity for Sessionals 
(CEES), of which I am chairperson, has been 
working this academic year to determine the 
needs of sessional faculty on this campus, and 
to communicate these needs to the university 
administration. One of our important objec¬ 
tives is to establish permanent formal channels 
for part-time and temporary faculty to nego¬ 
tiate with the administration about salaries and 
conditions of employment. Another important 
objective is to see that all part-time and 
temporary faculty are hired at the academic 
rank appropriate to their qualifications, instead 
of grab-bag category which lumps together 
everyone from new M.A.’s to Ph.D’s with many 
years of teaching experience and an 
impressive publication record. Regular faculty 
with Assistant or Associate Professor 
qualifications are hired as Assistant or 
Associate Professors; we see no reason why 
sessional faculty with the same qualifications 
should be regarded merely as lecturers. 


The Faculty Association meeting to be held 
next Monday (April 9) will be dealing with two 
matters which have particular significance for 
us. The first is a reply to a brief presented to 
them in September by two of our members, 
asking for their consideration of our problems 
and in particular for voting rights in the Faculty 
Association for part-time faculty. Most persons 
reading this letter will be aware that part-time 
faculty suffer from poor salaries and many 
other inequitable circumstances, resulting 
largely from the fact that they have had no 
channels through which to negotiate with the 
university administration. Membership in the 
Faculty Association would be one route to 
providing such a channel, and we therefore 
urge faculty members attending next Monday’s 
meeting to be aware of our needs and to see 
that the reply to our brief gets adequate 
attention. 

The meeting will also be considering some 
revisions to the Tenure Document. The revi¬ 
sions being proposed allow many who are now 
“sessional lecturers” to be hired instead in the 
categories of Visiting Assistant Professor and 
Visiting Associate Professor. We support these 
revisions as a means to our attaining our 
objective of being hired at a rank appropriate to 
our qualifications

Students behind bars 
earn UVic degrees 


Prisoners behind bars who are taking uni¬ 
versity courses through UVic will be 
honored for their academic achievements 
in ceremonies at the Matsqui Institution in 
Abbotsford and the British Columbia Peni¬ 
tentiary in New Westminister, April 7. 

In a correctional education program 
sponsored by the federal government, the 
students have been taking up to 18 or more 
units of regular university courses each 
year. 

There are now about 90 prisoners 
enrolled in courses held at the two prisons. 
UVic’s is the only program in Canada 
offering senior-level courses leading to a 
degree which can be obtained by a prisoner 
who is serving time. 

Another unique feature of the UVic pro¬ 
gram is that it includes five faculty 
members who teach full-time at the two pri¬ 
sons. Other university programs in Can¬ 
ada which offer junior-level courses 
employ faculty coming in on a part-time 
basis. 

During the ceremony at Matsqui, two 
students will be honored for achieving 
enough credits to receive a B.A. degree, 
while the actual conferring of degrees will 
take place at the UVic Convocation June 2. 
Successful students at both institutions 
will also receive book awards for excep¬ 
tional performance. 

Guest speaker for the event will be Mar¬ 


jorie David, director-general, inmate 
employment, at the head office of the Can¬ 
adian Penitentiary Service in Ottawa. 

Official delegates invited to attend 
include chairmen of university depart¬ 
ments that have participated in the pro¬ 
gram and supervisors of the four core 
courses in English, history, psychology 
and sociology. 

The program originated through the 
work of UVic doctoral graduate Dr. T.A. 
Parlett, now with the Canadian Peniten¬ 
tiary Service, and Dr. Douglas Ayers of 
UVic’s Education Faculty. 

The ceremony will be the seventh held 
since the program’s inception. The Mats¬ 
qui program is to carry on at that institu¬ 
tion in future and the B.C. Penitentiary 
program will be re-located to Kent, the new 
super-maximum security prison at Agas¬ 
siz, when the prison moves to that location. 

The program began as an experiment in 
1972, and enrolled highly-intelligent pri¬ 
soner volunteers from Matsqui and the 
B.C. Penitentiary, explains Ayers. 

The program tends to draw students 


who are leaders in the prison environment, 
and who usually develop into excellent stu¬ 
dents, he says. 

Student prisoners can register in 
courses year-round at the prisons. Some 
have completed their degrees at universi¬ 
ties outside, after being released.
